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A brief report on the administration of tiic Sirohi State, 
for the year 190* A. D. 


s-'TlS-^saria's-s — 

Tins is the 8th report since 1890 A. D. and contains the account for the 
year 1903. 


Situation and General Character of the territory. 

The State is situated between latitude 24 ‘’22'' N. and 25 °20' N. and 
between lonoritude 72 °10' and 73 °10' E. The Marwar State forms its North- 

O 

East and a portion of the western boundry. The South-East, South and a part 
of West are bounded by Mewar, Idar, Danta and Palanpur respectively. 

3. The geological formation of the country has been fully laid out in 
the previous reports. The South-East portion contains black and sticb}^ soil, 
and the North-West beyond the Saranwa hill has yellow loose soil mixed with 
sand, and at its extremity with Marwar and Palanpur the soil is all sandy. 

Rainfall. 

The 3 ’ear under report had a rainfall of 16 inches 45 cents against 15 
inches and 45 cents of the previous year, showing an increase of about an inch. 
Though the rainfall was below the average and late in season, it was sufficient 
to fill in tanks .and wells. 

The Kharif crops were tolerably well and the out-turn was 13 annas in 
the rupee. In some portion the locusts did h.avoc on the cultivation. The 
produce of the edible grains of Kuri, Sama and Mansa was plentiful. 

The average rate of staple grains of food is given in the annexed state- 
ment No. 16. 


Public IleaKIi. 

Throughout the year, the public health was on the whole satisfactorv. 
There was no visitation of plague, cholera or any such epidemic disease in the 
State. 

Ciiangcs. 

The late Rai Bahadur, Singhi -Jawahir Chandji, on account of his ill- 
he<alth which resulted in his death, resigned the post of the Diwan find !^Ir. 
^lilap Chandji was temporarily appointed to act in his place with effect f rom 
17th June 1903, In November last, Moulvi Jlohomed Noor-ul-Hasan B. A.. 
J udicial Officer of the State was promoted to the post of the Diwan and he 
took over the charge on the 27th (idem). Mehta M.aganlalji has been appointed 
to the post of the Judicial Officer. 

Political. 

The relations of the State with the Imperial Government h.ave been all 
along, as usual, loyal and cordial and those with the Jagirdars friendly and 
peaceful. 
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Kcveiiiic. 

Siuglii Sararatli mullji, an officer of long experience and well acquainted 
Avith the country and its people, continued to have the management of the 
Revenue Deptt. and he did his work satisfactorily. The subjoined statement 
shows the aggregate income and expenditure of the State since 1899.

The comparative statement shows that the State has revived perceptab- 
ly since the last famine. Every year shows an increment in the income after 
1900. 


The last year figures give an increase of Bs- 10,062 /I /9 and a fall in 
expenditure of -Ra- 7,333 /13 /9 as compared with those of the 3 mar before. 


The increase is due to the good harvest of both Eabi and Kharif crops 
yielding about Rs- 13,000/- over the income under this head and the opium 
duty giving a net increase of Rs- 3,371/4/- over the nil, of the previous year. 
The items of Abkari, Contracts, Court fee, Chowkee, Housetax, also show an 
increase varying from 1 to 3 thousand. There is a substantial increase of about 
Rs- 8,000/- under the head miscellaneous. Thus the aggregate increase 
amounts to Rs- 31,411/1/7. 


There is a noticeable deficit of Rs- 21,349/0/2 under the items of Karaj- 
bab, Fines, Sale of building sites. Customs, and Forest &c. This being deduc- 
ted from the increase, there still remains a net increase of Rs- 10,062/1/6:. 

The decrease in expenditure are under the following heads : — Household 
expenses of His Highness, the Heir-apparent, Civil establishment, Sirbaiidi, 
Jail expenses. Grass and fuel. Zenana expenses, Famine and Miscellaneous, 
besides the extraordinary expenses of about Rs- 57,000/- incurred in tlie 
previous year on account of the construction of the Diamond Jubilee Tank 
and a jTOrtion of it being devoted to the preparation of the reception of His 
E.xcellency the Vicero 5 \ 


There is an increased expenditure under the heads of Stable expenses, 
(warden. Guests, Houses, Roads, wells and boundaries, Kaiserganj Kothi, Cus- 
p’s Department, Rit-rasam, besides the expenses incurred on account of His 
■ 's’s pilgrimage to Allahabad, Benares &c.,

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This amount being deducted, leaves the balance o£ 1?^ 3,22,46J/7/o 
under the head of ordinar}' expenditure showing a saving of i?5 26,958/4/9 
to the State. 

It has been the keen anxiety of tlie Darbar to keep the expenditure as 
low as possible. The items of expenditure especially of Establishment and Sir- 
bandi were again closely examined and a reduction made in them. 

The improved sj’stem of collecting land revenue is in the course of being 
introduced into the State and a batch of Talaties have as an experimental mea- 
sure been engaged for tlie purpose. The Purganas of Ruwai and Bhitrot have 
been taken in hand and there is a hope of the system bemg beneficial to the 
State. 


"With the advent of the new year, a new and impro^'cd system of budget 
has been introduced. The full particulars would appear on^the next year’s re- 
port and there is a .sanguine hope of a fair saving to the State. 

Ciistoliis. 

Tlie Customs Department throughout the year under report was, as be- 
fore, under the supervision of Jlodi Son Malji. There has been no change in 
the working of the Department or the Staff. In the year under I’eport, the 
right of the Jagirdar of A.wava has been settled at 11a- 1/6/- annually. 

In the middle of the year, a revised tariff of rates was introduced and 
brought into force in the current year. 

The receipts from Customs excluding that on opium amounted to 
Da- 84,918/1/6 ns against Ila-85,911/7/- in the previous year showing a 
decrease of lia- 993/6/6 a sum too small to call for an explanation.

The total expenditure in the year under report amounts to S&- 28,689-1^^ 
showing an increase o£ 3,964-14-3 mainly due to the items (e) and (£).la^ 
year a large amount o£ money on account o£ their shares due in the years be- 
fore was paid to the Jagirdars and to the greater amount o£ imports in Sheo- 
ganj and Bamanwarji £air where special concessions are enjoyed by the impor- 
ters, The ordinary expenses otherwise show a reduction o£ R& 2,049-0-3. 

^ The receipt on account o£ opium duty is R&- 3,371/4/-. The 3 'ear 
before it w^as nil on account of the large number of consumers consisting 
mostly of Rabaries, Minas, Grassias and other such labouring classes being 
dead or reduced to poverty during the last famine accompanied with Cholera 
and Malaria and to the fact that a large quantity of opium was imported in 
the years before. The new rules introduced for the better control of the 
opium traffic came in force about the close of tire year and it can not be said 
wdth certainty about its effect upon its tradp^ 

No case of the breach of the rules was reported. 


Forest. 

The Forest Department was, as usual, under the charge of the Customs’ 
Superintendent. 



Lala Brij Nath late Forest Ranger resigned in November last securing a 
post for himself in the Indore State. Forester Achal Singh was 'protenvpore 
appointed to work for him during the absence of a new incumbent. 


The permanent head-quarters being at Abu, the Forest Ranger had 
seldom an occasion to go out on the plain to visit. the ranges and; consequently 
the forest on the plain were neglected and suffered much owing to the absence 
of scientific advice and ptoper supervison which resulted in hindrance to their 
proper growth. The exteution of the staff had however a satisfactory result. 
The monsoon was specially fair in the Purganas of Rowai, Bhitrot and Khimi ; 
the nourishment and growth of the new shrubs was good and they thrived 
well now calling a special attention of the Forest Ranger. 

The woi-k in the Abu Forests was satisfactory. 

Statements Nos. 5 and 6 show the revenue and expenditure under this 

head. 

The receipts amounted to Rs- 5,217/2/3 as compared with Rs- 7,951/11/6 
in the previous year thus showing a decre.ase of Rs- 2,734/9/3. It is due to 
the fall in export of wood and to the suspension of the realization of the Roj'alty 
on materials quarried for the Raihvay pur 2 )oses. 

^ Tile expenditure under this branch amounts to R&- 4,130/10/3 against 
R&- 3,450/6/- causing an increase of Rs- 679/4/3, due to the addition of staff 
^ protect and preserve forest oh the plain and to the salaries of the high-paid 

Foresc Ranger ndiile the year before his duties were discharged by a lower- 
paid forester. //

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From the above, it would be observed that the income under this head 
has a tendency to increase and it is highest in the year under report. 

The project of farming out the contract to one man and to introduce an 
uniform rule throughout the State is to be taken in hand shortly that would 
improve a good deal the Excise Department. 


Public Works & Irrigation. 

In the year, some new State houses have been constructed and the work 
of the ‘Baggikhana’ commenced year before last has nearly half been finished. 
The work at the Stable could not progress for want of materials. Necessarj'^ 
repairs were done in the Court houses. Hospitals, Jail and other Buildings. 

The Sirohi-Pundwara, the Anadra-Erinpura, the Rohera-Kotra roads 
and other minor tracts were repaired and patched up here and there where 
necessary. 

Wells are Chief source of irrigation which ought to engross the special 
attention of the Tehsildars and should be encouraged by all possible means. 

13 Purwanas were issued for sinking and repairing the wells but the 
figure is too small for the year. 

The work at the Chandela tank was finished during the year and about 
the time the monsoon set in, it was complete in every respect. It w'as full and 
the land about 580 bighas commanded by it, was brought under cultivation 
and irrigated by the tank water. The last report about the cultivation showed 
that there was every chance of a good harvest and the work a complete success. 
The full particulars of the outturn would appear in the next report. 

The efforts to stop leakage in the Diamond J ubilee Tank near Pindwarii 
constructed for irrigation purposes at a high cost resulted in failure to the 
anxiety of the Darbar, 

The work on the Sirohi tank consisting of filling in the foundation with 
concrete and masonry bund was again started this year, and a portion of the 
Bund was finished. 


The full particulars are included in the separate report on the Public 
Works Department already submitted. 


Col. Sir Swinton Jacob, k.c.i.e., Consulting Engineer and Mr. Manners 
Smith, Superintending Engineer of the Protective Irrigation Works for Raj- 
p'utana, visited various sites during the year and have suggested some dams 
aci’oss Nallahs which will be enumerated in the next year’s report. 



Internal Boundary. 

No boundary case was taken in hand this year. 

Frontier Boundary. 


The question of the inaccurate demarcations of the Sirohi-Palanpur and 
Sirohi -Danta boundaries is pending decision before the Political Authorities, 
and it is earnestly hoped that having regard to the serious inconsistencies 
which have been proved to exist between the respective Awards relating 
to the said boundaries as compared with the demarcations which have been 
made by means of stone- pillars, the true lines of boundaries, as authorita- 
tively awarded, wiU be restored and the present demarcation rectified. 
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Criminal. 

There was no change in the constitution of the courts in the year under 
report. 

For the facility of the subjects in Districts, the powers of the Tchsildars 
both in Civil and criminal matters, have been increased and brought to the 
status of the Third Class Magistrate and the Munsiff respectively. A new set 
of rules has also been prepared for their guidance. This has much facilitated 
the work of the Judicial Officer. 

/deferring to the statement No. 7, it would appear that the number of 
offences reported during the year was 804 against 1035 in the previous year. 
Thus there was a marked decrease of 231 offences reported. There were 
10 Dacoities less during the year than those in the preceding year. There 
has been an increase of 3 highway robberies. The result is satisfactory and 
is mostly due to the year being normal and to the vigilant check on the part 
of the Police exercised over the movements of the Criminal tribes and against 
the intrusion of the notorious and habitual Criminals of the trans- frontier 
States. y 

In dacoity cases, of the 5 arrested, 4 were convicted and 1 discharged. 
Some of the dacoities being committed by the subjects of the neighbouring 
States, claims for the compensation of which have been preferred before the 
proper tribunal. 


In Robbery cases, of the 29 persons arrested, 7 were convicted, 2 
discharged and 20 remained under trial at the close of the year. 


Statement No. 9 refers to the offences relating to property.,i^The 
number of offences and of offenders was 297 and 7 64 respectively showing 
a decrease of 111 and 639 respectively. The offences of theft being reported 
as 85 are nearly half the number of the last yean^ 

y^he value of property stolen amounts to Es- 34,891-9-9 against 
-Es- 29,989/9/- of the previous year, that recovered amounts to E&- 11,749/5/3 
against Ss 10,850/15/- 3neldiug a percentage of 33*67^ 


There were 38 appeals pending at the close of the year 1902, 17 were 
instituted during the year, of which 20 were disposed of, leaving a balance 
of 35 pending at the end of the year. 


Statements No. 10 and 11 show the different, terms of punishment 
aw.arded and the working of the .appellete Courts respectively. No case of 
infanticide was reported. 

The work of the settlement of the Criminal tribes was satisfactory and 
they are settling down into cultivation. // 


Civil. 

As remarked under the head of Criminal, new rules have been framed 
for the guidance of the Tehsildars to give them full instructions how to 
proceed with the Civil Cases. Their powers have been defined and enhanced. 
This has rendered a great facility to the village clients in having their big 
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cases decided at their own places instead o£ ^wdng to Sirohi for the purpose ; 
and to the Judicied Officer to get more time to inspect the work of his sub- 
ordinates Avith ease. 

The constitution of the courts otherwise remained unaltered. 

Suits to the aggregate A’alue of Es 49,991-12-8 were instituted in the 
v.arious courts during the year, and the court fees to the amount of Es 5,137-4-3 
were realized. 

Civil suits pending at the close of the year were 102 and 549 new 
were instituted during the year. Of the total 651, 508 were decided leaving 
in arrear 143 suits at the end of the year. 

There were 29 appeals pending and 28 filed during the year, of which 
23 were disposed of leaving 34 at the end. 

The work of the various courts was, on the whole, satisfactory. 

Jitil. 

During the j^ear under report, 126 males and 11 females were admitted 
which being added to 112 males and 4 females of the previous year, brings up 
the total to 238 males and 15 females, of whom, 152 males and 11 females 
were released, .3 male prisoners escaped and 2 died leaving a balance of 81 
males and 4 females at the end. The daily average strength of the prisoners 
was 119 '66 of males and 6 '4 of females. 

The!^.were 5 juvenile prisoners in 1903 against 13 in the previous year. 

The maintenance cliarges of the prisoners in the year under report 
amounted to Es- 5,594-4-6, against Es- 8,242-0-0 of the previous 3 ’^ear. 

There were only 2 mortalities in the Jail at the rate of 8 per thousand 
per annum. This compares favourably with the ratio of the past j'ears and 
speaks well of the supervision after the health of the convicts. The number 
of sickness has also decreased a lot. That is greatl}' owing to the careful 
supervision of the prisoner’s out-door works, their rest and proper arrangements 
of their diets.

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Some years before the ratio of mortality was high specially among the 
wild tribes of Grassias and Bhils though all particular attention was bestowed 
to their health and rest. While I was the Judicial Officer and Superintendent 
of the Jail, I made it a matter of special study and I gradually came to know 
that these tribes should not always have the same diet as some other classes of 
prisoners. Their food should mostly consist of some coarse article, plenty of 
vegetables, and lemon juice at least twice a week and they should always have 
some tart fruit to eat and plenty of out-door work. Since I introduced these 
articles into their food, the mortality began to decline and the Grassias now 
enjoy good health and appear stouter in the Jail than at their homes. 

The convicts sentenced to hard labour worked as labourers in the con- 
struction of buildings, repair of roads, the Litho Press, &c., at Sirohi. 

No breach of the discipline rules was reported during the year. 

Protection. 

The State Police remained under the control of the Police Superinten- 
dent, Barad Chen Singhji, throughout the year. 

lleference to the Criminal statements would show that the Police did 
discharge its duties satisfactorily. 

The Jagirdars continued to perform the work of the village Police under 
the supervision of the State Police. 

In this, as in other branches, reforms have been brought in. New batches 
of Sepoys have been appointed under a responsible Jemadar whose duty it is 
to be constantly on tour in places infested by the wild tribes or the place 
notorious as the haunts of habitual criminals and where there is a likelihood of 
breach of peace. The system seems to have worked well. The full detail would 
appear in the next report. 

Dispensaries & Vaccination, 

There arc two dispensaries at Sirohi and one at Sheoganj, maintained at 
the expense of the Darbar. At both the places, the institutions seem to be 
popular. 

The Charitable dispensary at Abu Road is maintained by the Govern- 
ment and Public subscription. 

Instead of 4, two biglily paid vaccinators as suggested by the Residency 
Surgeon, Western Rajputana States have now been employed anil they have 
been provided with camels that they can visit larger number of villages. The 
Avork done by them is reported to be satisfactory. 


Sanitation. 

^ The Darbar as usual contributed Rs. 3,000 to the maintenance of the 
]ilunicipality at Abu, besides the remission in taxes and other Raj dues. 

The sanitary and conservancy arrangements at Sheoganj and at Abu 
Road continued to remain as before under the control of the Local Officers 
and they have worked satisfactorily. 
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As advised by the Residency Surgeon, improvements have been intro- 
duced in the privy and the urinal and the sanitation staff has been increased 
at Sheoganj. 


Education. 

The number o£ schools remained the same as reported before. There are 
many private schools and path-shalas in towns and villages where education is 
imparted to the students according to the local requirements. 

Post offices. 

The Post Offices in the State being maintained by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, the supervision was, as usual, under the charge of the Deputy-Post- 
master General Rajputana. No new Post Office was opened during the year. 
The work of the offices is satisfactory and they receive general appreciation. 

TelegTapfi. 

The Government Telegraph offices at Sirohi, Erinpura, Abu Road and 
Abu, worked to the satisfaction of the Public. The people had also the 
advantage of telegraph at the Rajputana Malwa Railway Stations. 

Scttleiiicnt with Rawals. 

In the last famines, the Rawals of Phulera, Janapur, Palri and other 
places beingihard pressed sought relief from the Raj and offered to pay the 
rent on their land permanently in future. The Raj complied to their request 
and offered them all sorts of help that was an extra item over the money spent 
in the famine operations. The system worked well. 

Storage of Fodrter. 

The repeated warning to the agriculturists and constant persuation of 
the District officials seem to have the desired effects. The cultivators have 
become more provident and the people in general have thought it worth while 
to store up a provision for a year for their animals. 

Alsits. 

Lt.-Col. R. H. Jennings, r. e., c. s. i., Resident, W. R. States visited 
Sirohi twice in the month of November 1903, on his way from Abu to Mana- 
dir and back. 

t'oronation. 

The year commenced with the auspicious occasion of celeberation of the 
coronation of Their August Majesties Edward VII, the King Emperor, and 
Queen Alexandra, in India. 

The following ceremonies were observed on the 1st of January, 1.903, in 
the State and its capital Sirohi : — 

(a) A general holiday throughout the State. 

(5) All the State Courts, Offices &c. were closed. 
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(c) 15 prisoners were set at liberty and 30 got remission in sentence. 

{d) Sweet-meats were distributed to the children of the School at 
Sirohi. 

(c) paupers and beggars were fed at Sirohi. 

(/) A salute of 101 guns was fired. 

(g) A Public Darbar was held in the palace presided over by the Ma- 

haRa] Kumar Sahib. 

(h) There was a general illumination throughout the State. 

As observed in the last report, H. H. visited Delhi accompanied by the 
nobles and officials, attended the grand Darbar, joined the various func- 
tions of the Darbar on the occasion and was invested with the Insignia of 6. c. 
I. E., on the 2nd January 1903, and had conveyed his hearty congratulations 
and the feelings of devotion and loyalty to the British throne to His Gracious 
Majesty through the Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

Expenses among Rajpnts. 

The expenses on the occasion of marriages and deaths among the Rajputs 
and Charans were closely supervised by the Local Committee of the Walter 
Krit Rajputra Hitkarini Sabha with the satisfactory result. A delegate was 
sent to join the annual session of the Sabha at Ajmer held in March 1903. 

General. 

H. H. Sir Kaishree Singhji Bahadurji, K.c.s.i., g.c.i.e., Maha Rao Sahib 
of Sirohi continued to show the same zeal and personal interest to look to the 
affairs of all branches and to devote several hours daily in advising upon mat- 
ters of importance in connection with the administration and in hearing appeals 
to him.

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(c) 15 prisoners were set at liberty and 30 got remission in sentence. 

(d) Sweet-meats were distributed to the children of the School at 

Sirohi. 

(e) The paupers and beggars were fed at Sirohi. 

(/) A salute of 101 guns was fired. 

(g) A Public Darbar was held in the palace presided over by the Ma- 
haRaj Kumar Sahib. 

(A) There was a general illumination throughout the State. 

As observed in the last report, H. H. visited Delhi accompanied by the 
nobles and officials, attended the grand Darbar, joined the various func- 
tions of the Darbar on the occasion and was invested with the Insignia of G. c. 
I. E., on the 2nd January 1903, and had conveyed his hearty congratulations 
and the feelings of devotion and loyalty to the British throne to His Gracious 
Majesty through the Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

Expenses among Rajputs. 

The expenses on the occasion of marriages and deaths among the Rajputs 
and Charans were closely supervised by the Local Committee of the Walter 
Krit Rajputra Hitkarini Sabha ndth the satisfactory result. A delegate was 
sent to join the annual session of the Sabha at Ajmer held in March 1903. 

General. 

H. H. Sir Kaishree Singhji Bahadurji, K.c.s.I., g.c.i.e., Maha Rao Sahib 
of Sirohi continued to show the same zeal and personal interest to look to the 
affairs of all branches and to devote several hours daily in advising upon mat- 
ters of importance in connection with the administration and in hearing appeals 
to him.
